early spring supply, the seeds should bo 
.aowu early enough iu tlie fall to obiuiu. 
plants two or three inches high before freez- 
ing weather. The plants may be protected 
by beiug heeled-m out in tho open ground 
aad then covered j but the better way is to 
put them into frames where a little light and 
air pan bo given occasionally during tho 
winter. Care should bo given to have the 
plants well hardened, as the gardeners call 
it, before severe freezing weather comes on. 
If grown in the opcu air, there will be little 
danger of the 
plants 
becoming tender 


through rapid grpwth,as tho cool nights will 
check over-luxurianco, 


LETTUCE.—There aro few persons who do 


not enjoy a crisp lettuce snlnd in early spring, 
if not at other seasons. 
Those who have 


good bot beds can, of course, bring along 
their salads long before tho cold weather is 
past; but persona not having such con- 
veniences, may forward the "nenson" con- 
siderably by sowing their lettuce seed in the 
fall aud then protecting tho plants with ft 
light covering of bog hay. 


The varieties known as tho Black Seeded 


Butter aud Brown Dutch aro probably the 
most hardy, and withstand tho cold of win- 
ter with very slight protection, aud corao 
forward very rapidly at tho approach of 
warm weather in spring. 
Those who want 


a supply of early vegetables next season 
should make preparations for tho some this 
fall. 


CULTURE OF BULBS. 


. Vick's Floral Guide advises nil who desire n 


show of what is known RS Holland Bulbs iu 
the spring to securo the bulbs and plant in 
the autumn. Thousands when they see a 
fine display of Hyacinths aud Tulips in tbo 
garden of their neighbors, in tho early 
spring, resolve to have at least a few next 
year; but tho matter is forgotten until the 
next spring's flowers remind them of their 
nsglect. 


Any garden soil will grow Bulbs well; but 


it.must be drained, BO that water will not lie 
on tho surface for nuy length of linio, or tho 
Bulbs will bo likely to rot. After planting, 
arid before winter sets in, cover the beds 
with A good dressing of leaves—any five or 
six inches in depth, or more. Over these 
throw a little brush, or manure, to prevent 
blowing oil. If the leaves cannot be ob- 
tained readily, coarse manure will answer. 
In the spring, rake off the covering, takiui 
off.about half at lirst, aud waiting, a wee! 
before removing the remainder. Nothing 
more is required except to destroy the weeds 
as fast as they appear. 


As a general rule, beds should be made so 


•narrow that the weeds can be d9strowed and 
the -ground kept mellow without walking 
among tho plants. Any breaking or wound- 


but the flowers can bo cut at pleasure, and 
all should be removed as soon as they fade. 
Nothing makes a prettier bed than tho 
Hyacinth, nnd nothing so brilliant as the 
Tulip.
